Many things which are fine in theory, and in support of which seemingly 
incontrovertible arguments can be advanced, do not come up to expectations 
nor prove a success when the acid test of actual experience is applied. All 
right°in theors, they are failures in practice. , 

Since the war, and in the topsy-turvy period which has been one of the 
aftermaths of the great struggle, quite a number of ideas over which people 


theorized have been given a trial. 
experiments, confiscating property, placing a ban on capital, and generally at- 
tempting.to, run the country on plans never before attempted, but which had 
for years been lauded and advocated by certain theorists. The world knows 
the result—Russia ruined, an outlaw among the-+nations, her people starving 
by the hundreds of thousands, her lands untilled ‘to a great extent, and her 
great industries idle and. useless. 

In other countries, including Great Britain, United States, Canada and 
Germany, the experiment of greatly reducing the daily number of hours of 
work is being tried out with, as. yet, no appreciable results of a benéficial 


- character resulting to the workers, while the effect on industry and commerce 


generally, and on the living costs of all people has been disastrous. 

Germany probably reveals the best example of the results of this experi- 
ment 
of Germany had to work long hours. Following the revolution and the abdi- 
cation of the Kaiser, a Workers’ Government came into power. Hours of 
“labor were greatly reduced, the old nine and ten-hour days being replaced by 
an enforced eight-hour day for all occupations, and to seven and six hours for 
certain arduous occupations: The experiment has not been-a success, and, 
although Germany, still has a Workers’ Government, it is now proposed to 
add one or two hours to the workday. © This policy is not one being forced 
on the workers; it is the labor leaders themselves woh see the necessity for

arises. It has been found that-this free time is devoted to a marked extent 

to one ‘form or another of waste. The waste, it is pointed out, is often 
economic, in that thé free time is devoted to trivialities that réaute ume family 

In a word, the faet is that 
many, not been devoted to social, cultural, or economic ends, nor even to 
recreation, but has been worse than wasted; resulting not in an improvement 
of the condition and health -of the worker, but in all round Joss to him and his 
family. 

German labor leaders are awakening to the fact that’ their old theory that 
with a shorter workday; the. output per hour would be increased is not work- 
ing out in actual practice; that the physical condition and morale of the 
worker has not improved; and that the only way to increase production and 
thereby enable Germany to pay her debts and rehabilitate her industries, 1s 

. to increase the workday, They realize that the, present salvation and future 
hope of Germany depend, upon increased production, and that this ¢an only 
be achieved by longer hours of labor. ‘ ; 

Germany does not stand. alone in the need for increased production. The 
whole world suffers from the same need, and particularly industrially devel- 
oped nations like Great Britain, the United States and Canada. If the shorter 
workday had resulted in the’ physical’ and: intellectual improvement of the 
worker ‘and, his family, then the gain would have offset:the loss in. produc- 
tion, but when there is no gain, in that direction, but only loss to add-to Joss, 
{t is becoming increasingly evident that the extreme short workday is a mis- 
take economically, both for the nation and the individual,

Transit of Venus 


First Observation Made 153. Years 
Ago in- Philadelphia 

The first observation of the transit 
of Yenus by American astronomers 
was made 153 years ago from a tem- 
porary ~observatory. fitted up in the 
State House yard in Philadelphia. 
This successful observation, which 
practically marked the beginning of 
scientific astronomy. inthe New 
World, was in charge of the American 
Philosophical Society, an organization 
founded by Benjamin Franklin in 


‘1743, and the parent body of the hun- 


dreds of scientific associations in the 
United States and Canada. : 

The transit of Venus. over the sun's 
disk was first observed. by Horrocks 
in England in 1639. In recent years 
American astronomers have engaged 
in elaborate observations, notably of 
the transit of Venus in 1882, when the 
American photographic methods, were 
used with great success.

of themselves. The -ducks are differ- 
ent and the law allows an individual 
to shoot as many as thirty each day, 
and two hundred in a season. Most of 
the: varieties of ducks are becoming 
‘less plentiful each season, and the in- 
dications at the present time are that 
this year they will be fewer than form- 
erly. Many reasons are advanced: for 
this scarcity, and the probability is 
that every one of them have their 
bearing to a lesser or greater degree 
on their diminishing numbers. 

The alarming increase in the num- 
‘ber of crows that spend the summer 


here is no doubt having its effect on 


the duck population. During the re- 
cent cycle of dry years, the sloughs 
have nearly all dried up, makin it 
possible to cut the hay where it was 
too wet before. These margh Jands 
were the breeding places. of most of 
the ducks; while on the uplands, away 
from the water, the mailards made 
their nests. The growth of yrass on 
the, prairie has been very. scant, and 
this was. cropped short by the stock 
For this reason many of the mailard's 
nests could not be sufficientiy. covered 
to conceal them from the keen eyes of 
the crows. Reports have been receiv- 
d that every duck’s nest on certain 
_ farms had been robbed, yot. only oice 
but every attempt that the ducks had. 
‘made ‘to hide their nests had heen in 
vain, After one or two failures the 
birds: would no doubt give up with 
the result that very few youn have 
been raised. . 

Any observer can readily see that 
the number returning here each vear 
to breed is steadily decroasiay and, at 
the present rate of decrease, it wiil 
only be a few years until ducks are as 
searce here as they are in the older 
portions of the continent. No -zo0d can 
come from hiding the fact that hun- 
dreds of ducks’ are allowed to spoil 
during the warm weather folowing 
the open, season. This is the result of 
over zealous hunters taking more than 
they had use for and the garbage 

_ grounds are the richer and the conntry

Timing Light 


Arranging Experiments to Determine 
the Exact Rate at Which Light 
' Travels’ 


Experiments to determine the velo- 
city Of light to a degree of. accuracy 
greater than has ever been attempted 
are being conducted at the Mount: Wil- 
son observatory where Dr. Albert A. 
Michelson, head of the department of 
physics, University of Chicago, has 
taken charge of the experiments in 
the transmission of light. The study 
is expected to go further along this. 
line than ever before in the history | 
‘of science. 

The velocity of light as science now 
calculates, is 186,000 miles per second. 
Dr. Michelson hopes to reduce the 
speed to such accurate measurement 
that he will be able to determine the 
fraction of time it requires light to 
travel twenty-three miles from Mount 
Wilson to Mount Baldy, in. the An- 
geles forest reserve. He plans to es- 
tablish the measurements by experi- 
ments between these two stations.
